been erected by order of the acting 
deputy minister of education under 
orders dated July 10, increasing the 


‘|number of school districts in the pro- 


vince to a total of no fewer than 
2,300, Northern and Southern Alber- 
ta alike are providing therefore edu- 
cation of. the vastly increased popu- 
lation of the province by the exten- 
sion of the schools system, and the 
recent orders issued by the depart- 
ment form an infallible indication of 
the manner in which the province is 
progressing towards greatness in point 
of population and in the excellenc# of 
the educational facilities which are 
held out to her youth. Under other 
which have been issued since’ the last 
week in June sixteen school districts 
have been empowered to borrow mon- 
ey to a total sum of $30,080. The 
whole of this sum represents money 
invested in rural school houses’ and 
buildings are 
springing up. In educational matters 
as in the realm of commerce and ag- 
riculture, the year 1911 promises to 
create a record for the province.
